Taylor said the dead man was 
a North Korean officer. His com- 
rades refused to send the body 
outside for burial. The wounded 
man received only a slight hand 
injury. 

Taylor said the compound was 
quiet tonight and that no distub- 
ance followed the shooting.

Aga Khan “Mr. Derby”? 


ACING fans in America 
doffed their hats to Col. E. 
R. Bradley, calling him “Mr. 

_ Derby” in 1933, after the late 

_ Owner of the Idle Hour Farm 
and racing stable had won four 

_ Kentucky derbies. 

__ Today suceession to Bradley’s 
fame seems be almost 
equally deserved by two fa- 
mous operators of racing “ 
strings—Ben Jones of Calumet 
Farm, and The Aga Khan, re- 
ligious head of 90,000,000 
Asiatic Moslems. 

Jones, general manager and 
head trainer for the famed 
Calumet Farm, has saddled five 
Derby winners for the Calumet 

- “thoroughbred empire” of the 
late Warren K. Wright. 

The famous European racing 
string of The Aga Khan last 
Wednesday scored his fifth 
English Derby victory, when his 
three-year-old Tulyar finished 
first at Epsom Downs. 

In the Derby-winning realm 
therefore the rivals rate even 
up in winning the most cov- 
eted turf prize of their respec- 
tive continents. But it isn’t as 
easy as all that. . .. There’s 
more to the Ben Jones side. 

In 1938 Jones saddled a sixth 
Derby winner while training for 
the Woolford Farm stable— 
Lawrin was the name of this 
thoroughbred. . . . So that the 
count in number of derbies won 
favors Jones, 6 to 5. 

And it took The Aga Khan 23 
years to put across his five 
Derby successes, whereas 
Jones’s half-dozen Derby win- 
ners developed during a space 
of only 14 years. ... His five 
Calumet winners were put 
across within 11 years.

President Syngman Rhee whose 
benign, patriarchal exterior masks 
the shrewdest, most ruthless poli- 
tician in South Korea today was 
self-appointed military dictator 
of his country in defiance of the 
United Nations and his own con- 
gress. 

The seven-nation United Na- 
tions commission threw its weight 
behind the National Assembly to 
demand the lifting of martial law 
in Pusan and the release of nine 
opposition leaders from prison. 

Rhee clamped army rule on 21 
southern counties Saturday, say- 
ing among other things the area 
was threatened by Red guerrillas. 

U.N. Commission Cites Code. 

The U.N. commission wrote 
Rhee he had not observed the 
republic’s code governing martial 
law. It also said assemblymen 
ean be arrested only when caught 
red-handed in a crime. 

Rhee told his news conference 
the Assembly “has almost dis- 
qualified itself” and asserted the 
people would back him if he 
were to dissolve it.

He Says This Policy 


Is Causing Nation to 


Lose Struggle: for Power — Warns 
Against Underrating Reds. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (UP) ruining this country’s economy. 


—Bernard Baruch said yesterday 
the United States is “losing” the 
struggle for world power be- 
cause the nation cannot forego 
“profits as usual, social reforms 
as usual and politics as usual.”

Senate Republican Leader 
Styles Bridges of New Hampshire 
asked Baruch 'for his analysis of 
the present “global” situation. 

“Do you think we are gaining 
or losing in relative position?” 
he asked. 

Losing, Baruch Says. 

“T think we are losing,” Baruch 
replied. 

Donald Cook, chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion and former chief counsel for 
the committee, asked Baruch if 
he thought it ‘“‘possible for Russia 
to win without firing a shot” by 


“We can have the necessary de- 
fense and preserve the soundness 
of our economy,” Baruch replied. 
“We have gotten into a difficult 
situation now, but we can do 
what’s necessary.” 

If the people are informed of 
the peril, Baruch said, they will 
do whatever is necessary to 
achieve security. If there are to 
be “stretch-outs” and “cltbacks” 
they should be made with respect 
to the civilian economy, not the 
military requirements, he added. 

Reds’ Goal a Religion. 

He warned that the American 
people should not underestimate 
the enemy, that the Russians have 
a goal which is a kind of religion 
and that there is nothing in the 
United States comparable to the 
Soviet Politburo as a thinking and 
planning machine. 

Asked how the Russians can 
seemingly outproduce us without 
— as great as ours, Baruch 
said: 

“They ask their people.to do 
what is necessary; they can 
threaten them. We apparently 
don’t want to produce.”

4000 U.S. EMPLOYES 
- BEHIND. ON IES 


Bill in House send “Wika Give 
Government Right to 
Garnishee Pay. 


WASHINGTON, May 29 (AP)— 
At least 4000 persons on the fed- 
eral payroll are behind in their 
federal income tax payments—and 
House investigators are threaten- 
ing to crack down on them. 


Adrain W. DeWind, counsel for 
the House Ways and Means -sub- 
committee, investigating tax col- 
lections, said today. that some of 
the 4000 have been delinquent for 
several years. 

Up to now the Government has 
not been able to do much about 
it. Unlike a worker in private in- 
dustry, federal employes cannot 
have their pay checks garnisheed 
by Uncle Sam. 

But under a bill introduced by 
Representative King (Dem.) Cali- 
fornia, chairman of the revenue 


scandal investigators, delinquent 


taxpayers on the federal payroll 
would be treated just like every- 
body else. 

DeWind told reporters the 4000 
delinquents are not just the hired 
help, stenographers and the like. 
Such minor employes are covered 
under the withholding tax. 

The persons who owe the Gov- 
ernment, he stated, are mostly 
those whose income is $5000 or 
better who are not wholly cov- 
ered by the withholding law. 

Treasury officials disputed that. 
They said most of the delinquents 
are little fellows—clerks, janitors 
‘and the like. In many cases, they 
said, there is reasonable doubt 
of the tax liability and the em- 
ployes are contesting the claim. 

The delinquencies for the most 
part are small, $50 or $100, De- 
Wind said, but it’s the idea of 
the thing which has moved tax 
investigators to give the Govern- 
ment garnishee rights.

IN SOUTH DAKOTA 


Poll of Daily Paper Edi- 
tors Gives Ohioan 
Slight Edge in Primary 
on June 3. 


PIERRE, S.D., May 29 (AP)— 
Editors of South Dakota’s daily 
newspapers believe the outcome 
of the June 3 primary between 
Senator Robert A. Taft and Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower will be ex- 
tremely close. 

A survey by the Associated 
Press among the editors a week 
before the June 3 primary show- 
ed the two candidates for the 
Republican nomination less than 
three percentage points apart. 

With their estimates weighed 
according to population of the 
areas covered, the narrow margin 
was Taft 51.2 per cent and Eisen- 
hower 48.8. 

On the Democratic side, the 
editors put a delegate slate pledg- 
ed to Senator Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee ahead of one for Sen- 
ator Hubert Humphrey of Minne- 
sota, 55.6 to 44.4 per cent. 

The South Dakota primary will 
be the last straight-out contest 
between Taft and Eisenhower be- 
fore the Republican national con- 
vention opens in Chicago July 7. 

The primary is a winner-take- 
all affair. At stake are 14 Repub- 
lican and eight Democratic dele- 
gates. The voter marks one circle 
to vote for an entire slate, thus 
there is no chance of a split dele- 
gation. Write-ins are prohibited, 
and there can be no crossing of 
party lines. 

The Republican contest is con- 
sidered important because it is 
a clear test in the Middle West 
near convention time.

GL Babies in Japan Are ‘Lovely, 
Antelligent, Quick and Delightful’ 
But Unwanted, Doomed to Misery 


No One to Champion Them in Land AI- 
ready Overcrowded and Short of Food 
—U.S. Laws Prevent Americans from 
Bringing Them Here for Adoption.

HE most beautiful and haunting spot in. Asia today is any 
Japanese orphanage. At all times Japanese babies are adorable 
—roly-poly, happy kids with round red faces and jet black hair 


eut in trim bangs. 


But today the orphanages are particularly wonderful for an 


American because many of the 


children are G.I. babies. To the 


naturally attractive Japanese child has been added the best blood 


of America. 
delightful children in the world. 


It is almost heartbreaking to 
discover that these wonderful 
children are not wanted. There 
is no place for them in Japan. 


Estimates as to the number of 
G.I. babies in Japan range from 
17,000 to more than 200,000. Each 
figure is only a guess, because no 
statistics are available. There do 
appear to be about 8000 American 
babies that have been totally de- 
serted and these are kept in 
crowded, inadequate nurseries. 
Their future is pathetic. 


The other cay I went to such 
an orphanage in Tokyo. Kids were 
jammed in like stale oranges. But 
even in such surroundings there 
was one girl of 6 that I can’t for- 
get. Her name was Teruko. Her 
father was a G.I. Her mother was 
some young Japanese girl who 
had. left Teruko in the streets. 


-This child was beautiful. She 
was unmistaRably Japanese yet 
at the same time clearly Amer- 
ican. She had perfect teeth which 
she showed constantly in a sweet 
smile. Her limbs were straight. 
She wore black pigtails and 
moved with extraordinary grace. 
She could speak no English and 
I no Japanese, but we got along 
together fine. She had a quizzical 
attitude, shy and yet not fright-° 
ened. She would run away and 
then almost against her will come 
back to stand with me, for the 
older children had explained to 
her that I was an American. Now, 
thousands of miles away from her 
dismal orphanage home, I cannot 
forget her. 

Why doesn’t Japan want such 
children? Is it because of anti- 
American feeling? No. Japan has 
so many millions of people to 
care for, its food is so inadequate, 
its land so cramped that orphans 
without someone to “stand for” 
them are doomed. 

A Japanese woman who tended 
one of the orphanages where G.I. 
babies. predominate told me, “I 
could not even guess at the future 
of these children. Because I 
can’t guess at the future of Ja- 
pan. But whatever happens to 
the rest of us, these children 
will be. the worst off.” 

I am reminded constantly of 
those children, because in Amer- 
ica I live near a unique orphan- 
age sponsored by the novelist 
Pearl Buck. On a small farm she 


- gives refuge to children born in 


America of mixed Asian-American 
parentage. The children have 
been deserted and normally they 
would be as lost in America as 
the G.I. kids are in Japan. 

But in Pearl Buck’s orphanage 
a miracle has occurred. Her first 
orphans were American-Chinese, 


The result is some of the most intelligent, quick, 


American- Japanese, American- 
Korean. My neighbors and I felt 
sorry for her at first because we 
knew that she would be stuck 
with these children. No one 
would possibly adopt them. 


But these American-Asian chil- 
dren are just too lovely to re- 
main in any orphanage. 


A minister and his wife adopted 
the first child. A business man 
and his wife took the next. Soon 
every orphan that Mrs. Buck 
could find was adopted. Parents 
reported that they made wonder- 
ful sons and daughters. 


It was what happened next 
that was the miracle. 


Because each father and mother 
who had one of these children 
applied for another. Those who 
— two wanted three ... or 
our. 


I talked with Mrs. Buck the 
other night. Right now she has 
more than fifty urgent requests 
for American-Asian orphans. But 
she has no babies left. 


What kind of Americans adopt 
half-Asian babies? Some are G.I.’s 
who fought against Japan. Others 
are G.I.’s who married Japanese 
girls who cannot have babies. 
Usually they are average Ameri- 
cans who say, “We have a house 
with eight rooms and our own 
children are away at school.” No 
one asks for a child to fill such 
a house merely during the sum- 
mer. Everyone wants to adopt the 
children permanently. 

If the babies were available 
Mrs. Buck and I could find homes 
for more than 150 within a week. 
My wife and I would fight for 
two. Friends down the road want 
= . « boy or girl, it doesn’t mat- 
er, 


I am not proposing that the un- 
wanted American children of Ja- 
pan be brought over here to the 
empty houses of America. By law 
this cannot be done.

Recruiting Offices 
Seeking Technicians 
— Many Requests 
for Aid. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
May 29 (AP)— 


HE United Nations is being 
T swamped with requests for 

technical assistance from the 
world’s backward countries, offi- 
cials reported today. 


The biggest problem so far is 
finding the experts to help fill 
the requests, Hugh Keenleyside, 
director general of the Technical 
Assistance Administration, told a 
press conference, 


Although the United Nations 
program co-operates with the 
United States Point For plan 
and Mutual Security Administra- 
tion, and with the British Com- 
monwealth’s Colombo plan, he 
said there was some competition 
in recruiting help in the eco- 
nomic, industrial, public adminis- 
tration and social welfare fields 
to make surveys and advise the 
backward countries. 


265 U.N. Experts in Field. 


The United Nations has had 265 
experts from about 36 countries 
in the field. When the expanded 
technical assistance program 
come up for action next year, 
Keenleyside figures that one to 
10 experts will be needed—for 
each of about 300 pending re- 
quests for aid. 


The United Nations has opened 
a recruiting office in Paris, as 
well as in New York, to get ex- 
perts. 


Working with such specialized 
agencies as the Food and Agri- 
culture Organization and _ the 
World Health Organization, the 
technical experts are working on 
projects like these: 

Afghanistan is getting help in 
looking for oil fields and improv- 
ing communications. In Austria 
cripples are being educated for 
useful work. Bolivia is getting 
advice on tax, industrial and 
financial reorganization. 


Aid to Brazil. 


Brazil is being helped with 
road-paving and housing. tech- 
niques. In Burma small pottery 
industries. are being set up in 
homes. Ceylon is learning now 
to process minerals out of its 
rich sands. 

Tax studies in Colombia, census 
techniques in Chile, trade sta- 
tistics in Cuba, roadbuilding and 
lignite mining in Ecuador are 
among other programs.

The armistice negotiations 
stalled upon insistence by the: 
United Nations Command that 
none of its Chinese and North 
Korean captives should be forced 
to go home, and upon a report of 
a survey among these captives 
that of 170,000 held only about 
70,000 were willing to go home. 

No Solution Seen. 

Red negotiators have been 
equally firm in rejecting volun- 
tary repatriation and in denounc- 
ing the results of the survey. No 
one in the American Government 
now seems to see any real hope 
for resolving the issue. 

Moreover, officials speculate 
that, with new tensions building 
up in Germany because of Rus- 
sian resistance to West German 
independence and rearmament, 
the men in the Kre:nlin probably 
do not now see advantages to a 
truce in Korea which were open 
to them a few months or even a 
few weeks ago. 

If their steps taken so far to 
disrupt communications between 
Western Germany and Berlin and 
to restrict movement into the So- 
viet zone are forerunners of more 
serious trouble they plan to make, 
authorities here believe they 
might logically want to keep as 
much Western force as possible 
tied up in Korea. 

Until a short time ago Russian 


launch a major offensive. 


strategy seemed to be directed 
toward disrupting Allied plans 
for Germany with a peace offen- 
sive as their major weapon. At 
that time the advantages which 
they might have won from a 
Communist-United Nations truce 
in Korea were rated high, for an 
end to the fighting would imme- 
diately have brought to the fore 
the Far Eastern political prob- 
lems which pose controversial is- 
sues among the Western powers. 
Nam Renews Charges. 

Reports from Wednesday's 
truce session in Korea quoted 
North Korean Gen. Nam II as re- 
newing charges that Communist 
prisoners had been mistreated in 
U.N. camps and declaring that the 
Korean and Chinese Red armies 
“absolutely shall not sit idle 
while their fellow combatants are 
being wantonly murdered.” 

In London yesterday Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill told 
Parliament that the situation in 
Korea was “very grave” and De- 
fense Minister Lord Alexander 
said that the Reds now have a 
force of almost a million men as 
compared with about half that 
many last July. 

Churchill said American gen- 
erals commanding the U.N. force 
“believe they are capable of hold- 
ing a violent offensive which may 
be made against them on the 
breakdown of the peace negctia- 
tions.” 

His estimate of the dangers of 
the situation, as well as his re- 
port of the belief that a major at- 
tack can be successfully met, are 
in ‘line with estimates privately 
made by authorities here. 


U.S, FORCES PRACTICE LANDING 
OPERATIONS SOUTH OF TOKYO 


TOKYO, May 29 (AP) — The 
Army today conducted its larg- 
est single training operation in 
the Far East since the Korean 
war began. A United States in- 
fantry regiment, with mock air 
and naval support, stormed a 
Japanese beach. 

A wove of amphibious tanks 
was followed by amphibious trac- 
tors earrying foot soldiers of the 
United States Twenty-fourth Di- 
vision’s Thirty-fourth Regiment. 
Others came in Navy landing 
craft. 

They charged across Chigasaki 
beach, 40 miles south of Tokyo, 
to engage a dug-in “aggressor” 
protected with barbed wire and 
booby traps.

ROM the moment he returns 
home, Gen. Eisenhower will be 
under pressure from his back- 
ers to get in there and slug.

ing so widely. 


Above all, his people will 
preach to him that his fortunes 
require the kind of Eisenhower 
prairie fire that will impress, if 
not intimidate, the Taft-domi- 
nated convention managers. 


Nobody is quite ready to predict 
what Eisenhower will reply to all 
this, What he has been saying in 
Europe has not reassured them, 
especially his unfortunate remark 
to the Danes that people “know 
where to find me.” 


The word sped back to him 
very quickly that this definitely 
was not smart politics and must 
be counteracted soon and well. 
The first concrete evidence that 
he may be receptive to such ad- 
vice came with his acceptance of 
an invitation to speak in doubt- 
ful Michigan. 


It could be a blow to the gen- 
eral, who has been told so much 
and so often about the great pub- 
lic demand for him, to learn that 
actually he is in a bitter neck- 
and-neck struggle for the nomina- 
tion. Important publications and 
influential people have given him 
an unusual preconvention back- 
ing that may well have insulated 
him from the harsh realities of 
politics, 


In a sense, he has led what 
that hardened politician, Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, refers to as the 
sheltered life. He has rarely had 
an unflattering press notice: the 
great of all parties have deferred 
to him. 


No such treatment is in store 
for him from the Taft forces, who 
think they were three _ times 
robbed and do not mean to lose 
this time. 

The Eisenhower forces are not 
disposed to deny that everything 
now depends for them upon what 
the general is able to do for him- 
self when he returns. They have 
some hope that army politics, 
which can be keen, have taught 
him something of what to expect. 
They are more worried right now 
than they quite like to admit 
about whether the sun which has 
so long shone upon his banners 
has weakened his fiber. 


Lilienthal Says Big Business Has 
Spurred New, Creative Competition 


Rivalry of Today Operates More in Public 
Interest .Than in the Old Dog-Eat-Dog 
Era, Former TVA Chief Writes.

NEW YORK, May 29. 


NSTEAD of creating monopoly, Big Business has inspired “New 
Competition” operating in the public interest much more efficiently 
than the old dog-eat-dog commercial rivalries, David E. Lilienthal 


set forth today in Collier’s magazine. 


The article is the second of a 
series of five on the nation’s 
business by the former director 
of the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity and of the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

Lilienthal declares that “Big- 
ness, far from leading to 
Monopoly, as was once the case, 
today more and more” is stimu- 
— and encouraging compe- 

n. 

Use of Technology. 


“This competition, more lively 
and creative than has ever before 
been seen, is the result not of 
anti-trust policing activities of 
government, but of technology 
used for the purposes of profit- 
making,” he said. 

“The older form of competition 
of the trust busting days 
exists and is still essential — 
competition among the members 
of the same business or industry,” 
Lilienthal writes. 

“But there is a New Compe- 
tition. . . . The heart of the 
New Competition is competition 
between different and alternative 
ways of meeting the same or a 
similar need or demand of goods 
or services.” 

Lilienthal illustrated his point 
by recalling TVA experiences 
when in the course of dam con- 
struction, the price of copper for 
transmission lines proved ex- 
tremely high and strangely uni- 
form among competitors in the 
copper industry. 

Alumigum a Rival Product. 


It was decided to experiment 
with aluminum and the Aluminum 
Co. of America, at that time a 
monopoly in its field, supplied the 
material, and competition was 
made a reality by its readiness to 
supply a product to rival that of 
the copper producers. 

“Equally important,” Lilienthal 
continued, “this competition be- 
tween two different ways of trans- 
mitting electricity gave _ the 
Aluminum Co, an added financial 
incentive for research to improve 
further its product so it could 
capture more and more of this 
transmission line market, as it has 
done. 

“And as an interesting and 
significant sidelight, the most re- 
cent company to announce it will 
enter the field of primary alum- 
inum production—in 1952—is one 
of the great producers of copper, 
the Anaconda Copper Co.” 

“The New Competition can be 
traced to a number of factors,” 
he continued. “But the central 
one is the amazing technical ad- 
vance in American industry due 


: 


to research and development. The 
last decade’s achievements of the 
chemical industry and of electron- 
ics are perhaps the most spec- 
tacular illustrations of how sci- 
ence and technology have in- 
creased the range of free choice 
that men now have, as contrasted 
with 30 to 50 years ago.” 


New Monsanto Product Cited. 

Lilienthal concedes that lesser 
institutions still contributed sub- 
stantially to scientific and tech- 
nological progress, but points out 
that, in the main, the vast funds 
and equipment necessary for 
achievement in the field of re- 
search are reserved for the really 
big operator. 

“It is possible for a whole in- 
dustry of small units to pool re- 


still; sources and employ private in- 


dustrial research institutes or uni- 
versities to carry on particular 
development work for them,” he 
admits. “These can E* useful and 
productive expedient; but they 
are inferior substitvtts, as a gen- 
eral rule, for resear'‘h and de- 
velopment carried on in a com- 
pany’s own facilities and under 
its sustained and inidividual man- 
agement.” 

The writer recollected that vast 
sums had been spent on the 
diesel engine experiment before 
it materialized practically; that 
the Monsanto Chemical Co., of 
St. Louis, devoted 11 laboratory 
years to the perfection of krilium, 
the soil chemical. 

Diversity a By-Product. 

Industrial diversity is another 
by-product of Big Business, Lili- 
enthal points out. Farmers diver- 
sify crops; investors diversify 
stock and bond purchases; indus- 
try now has learned to spread 
itself into different but related 
areas. 

“Anti-trust suits against big 
producers of chemical raw mate- 
rials seem a feeble weapon in- 
deed compared to the affirmative 
and competition-stimulating ef- 
fects of this trend of diversifica- 
tion,” he writes. 

“I am inclined to think that 
diversification is changing the 
dynamics of American industry 
and of the competitive system as 
much as any single development 
since the advent of mass produc- 
tion and mass marketing a gener- 
ation ago.” 

What Lilienthal means by “in- 
tegration,” he explained, is more 
simply described as “industrial 
independence.” It is the system 
where industries set up sub- 
sidiary or related firms to insure 
the supply of materials needed 
for its end product.

For Traffic or Storage? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Two major problems confront St. 
Louis, traffic and revenue. 

The city and the property owners 
have a vast amount of money invested 
in streets and pavements. The invest- 
ment was made to enable traffic to 
move from place to place. : 

But what do we see? In many, many 
streets both sides are lined with parked 
cars, which use them for temporary 
parking in lieu of a garage. The 
result is fewer traffic lanes, when in- 
creased traffic is to be carried. 

For instance, Enright and Maple ave- 
mues have been made one-way streets, 
but not to carry more traffic. In fact, 
they are one-lane, one-way streets 
whereas they were once two-lane, two- 
way streets. Their traffic carrying abili- 
ty has been cut in half, 

Shouldn’t the city get some return 
when its public traffic ways are thus 
diverted to private use? A charge of 
15 cents or 20 cents a night (say $4 a 
month) might be charged for the use 
of city streets as private garage space.

Whatever harassments may be foreshadowed 
by the East German regime’s menacing ges- 
tures in Berlin, it seems clear that the real 
target will be primarily not the Western powers 
but the people of Germany. 

The Western powers, in the circumstances, 
have no choice but to resist either a renewed 
blockade or an¥ other aggressive measures con- 


cocted by the East German Communists and . 


their Moscow masters. The West is in Berlin 


by a four-power agreement and cannot permit - 


itself to be ejected by force. This is true even 
though the Four Powers are unable now to 
agree on Germany’s future. 

Resistance to a forcible change in the status 
of Berlin does not, however, constitute a com- 
plete policy for Germany. And it is in the 
broader area that Western policy may face even 
a severer test than that posed by possible 
provocations in Berlin. 

It is here that the Russians have taken up 
the stronger ground, and they may be ex- 
pected to use every device to gain'their ob- 
jective of weakening the German will to ally 
itself with the West. 

When the peace contract was- signed at Bonn 
the second largest party in Germany—the Social 
Democrats—and the German Trade Union Fed- 
eration, which has 6,000,000 members, refused 
to take part in the ceremonies. Immediately 
after the signing, Pravda announced that the 
Soviet Union was giving “sympathy and sup- 
port” to all Germans who opposed the contract. 

These two developments emphasize the pos- 
sibility that the Russians, by pretending to 
favor immediate reunion of Germany and an 
immediate grant of full sovereignty, can stir 
up enough opposition among non-Communist 
Germans to prevent the peace contract from 
being ratified or, if it is ratified, to delay its 
practical implementation. 

So long as the West declines to take part in 
four-power negotiations for unification, the 
Russians can and will accuse the West of post- 
poning what most Germans want, the reunion 
of their divided country. This is strong medi- 
cine which is bound to be effective with many 
non-Communist Germans as well as with Mos- 
cow’s puppets. 

How to counteract this appeal is a major 
subject for discussion by the Western foreign 
ministers in Paris, following the signing of 
the European Defense Community pacts. 
Should they agree to the Soviet demand for 
a four-power meeting on Germany, the effect 
might be to nullify, for the present, the papers 
that have just been signed. 

The peace contract would not be binding 
upon an all-German government, and so would 
go into the deep freeze if an all-German gov- 
ernment were in process of being formed. On 
the other hand, to seem to oppose unification 
may weaken the indispensable popular support 
for the peace contract within Western Germany. 

This is the difficult dilemma facing Western 
leadership at Paris. To resist violent measures 
in Berlin was a relatively simple. decision to 
reach, but how to make the peace contract 
and the European army a reality presents a far 
greater challenge.

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How Times Change Note 

The trouble with the 1952 baseball season 
for Ned Garver is simply that it is not the 
1951 season. He is no longer a winner with 
a loser—a happy state—but only a loser, though 
temporarily, we hope. 

When the Browns last year trailed just about 
everybody in just about everything, Garver 
won 20 games. Now the team looks respectable 
with a baseball, and even leads the league in 
double plays, but Garver cannot win for sour 
hitting. His teammates have not scored a run 
for him in four games. Things just are not 
the same. 

A year ago, when Garver was chosen for 
the All Star team, he noted gratefully that “the 
team just plays for me.” This year the team 
must be playing for somebody, certainly—maybe 
Bill Veeck—but it is not Garver. He has lost 
five and won two. 

Faced with such hitless discouragement, there 
is only a last resort for a pitcher. That is to 
hit himself. We suggest that Garver raise his 
own batting average to .30§. For that is what 
he did last year, and the system worked fine. 
Just fine. 
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Church and State in Austria 

The Roman Catholic church in Austria is 
considering a clean break of its ties with politics 
and government. While it has not been a state 
church since the eighteenth century reign of 
Joseph II, it has had official recognition and has 
been closely associated with the Christian Social 
party. One of its prelates, Msgr. Seipel headed 
a government formed by that party in 1922. 

Now, however, a preparatory committee of 
100 clergymen and 200 lay church members has 
declared that even a relatively loose association 
with government is not desirable. Church mem- 
bers of other parties have drifted away because 
of the Christian Social ties. While most Aus- 
trians are Catholics, they are only nominally so. 
The problem, said the committee, is to turn 
them from nominal to active membership. 

The church should be free to follow an inde- 
pendent policy and to co-operate freely with 
all elements in the country working for humane 
objectives and for “the freedom and dignity 
of man.” It should not be an ideological super- 
structure for any government. And since the 
church can live only in a free society, it should 
not be associated with a state which makes 
ever greater inroads on individual rights. 

These committee recommendations are to 
be considered by the Austrian bench of bishops 
which, it is believed, will give them its sanction. 
Formal declaration of the new policy is ex- 
pected at a great Catholic gathering in Vienna. 

Whatever the eventual decision may be, the 
thinking of Catholic leaders in Austria is in 
sharp contrast with their colleagues in such 
other countries as Italy. The Austrian Catholics 


seem to have concluded that even a limited 
association of church and state has more draw- 


backs than advantages. Surely any institution. 


which supports a single political party must be 
embarrassed when making universal claims, 

The thinking of the Austrian Catholics: also 
is a testimony to the validity of the historic 
American policy of strict separation but the 
broadest possible: liberty for every form of 
worship and ecclesiastical opinion. 
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Facts Come First 

In making charges and. denials concerning tax 
favors to racketeers, Senator John J. Williams 
and Internal Revenue Commissioner John J. 
Dunlap seem to have their tenses mixed, so 
the denial does not always meet the charge. 

The Delaware Senator, who prompted dis- 
closures of many tax scandals, now charges 
that the Revenue Bureau has given tax breaks 
to notorious racketeers. This is mostly in the 
past tense. He cites three cases dating back to 
Prohibition and involving not only the late Al 
Capone but his brother Ralph or “Bottles,” 
and Jake “Greasy Thumb” Guzik. 

Commissioner Dunlap denies that his bureau 
is giving breaks to racketeers. This is gener- 
ally in the present tense. And it is true that 
the cases cited by Senator Williams go back 
long before Mr. Dunlap took on the job of 
cleaning up the tax agency. 

Mr. Dunlap, however, admits he does not 
know the details of the three cases cited by 
the Senator. This makes his denial a little 
like rushing to the breastworks before they 
are built. The question is not so much whether 
the tax bureau is granting favors to racketeers 
but whether it has, and whether the Treasury 
still has nearly a million dollars coming to it 
from a bunch of hoodlums. ° 

This is a serious question for the moment. 
Commissioner Dunlap, who has been very co- 
operative in connection with the investigation 
of revenue scandals, should find it more con- 
venient to investigate the three cases before 
attempting a general rebuttal.

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Political Vise in Italy 

Final returns from Italy's local elections 
prove that totalitarianism is tightening a vise 
on the Government’s Democratic bloc from two 
sides. The rising Italian Social Movement 
(M.S.I.), which venerates Fascist Mussolini, 
teamed with Monarchists on the right and 
boomed in central and southern Italy. The 
Communists showed minor gains. And the re- 
turns from Rome tell a special story:

384,020 70,000 loss 
Communists 314,243 50,000 gain 
M.S.1.-Monarchists 206,819 150,000 gain 

Thus Premier De Gasperi’s Democratic bloc 
was outvoted by 521,062 to 384,020 in Rome 
though it managed to keep control of the city.

Disclosure by investigating committee in Washington that Senator 
McCarthy had trouble with tax collector is no news in his home 
state, Milwaukee newspaper says; lists Senator's tax troubles in 
Wisconsin; McCarthy faced “extra” income assessments three times.

When you come into a movie in the mid- 
dle of a picture, it’s helpful if someone 
outlines what went before. It makes it 
easier to understand what the picture is 
all about. 


In an effort to be helpful, we would 
like to provide a background for the in- 
vestigation now going on in Washington 
of Senator McCarthy’s financial affairs 
and of his $10,000 payment from the Lus- 
tron Corp. 


What has happened in the past in Wis- 
consin is essential to an understanding of 
of what is now com- 
ing out before the 
Gillette committee 
in Washington. 

It is revealed now 
that the Senator has 
been having trouble 
with the federal in- 
come tax collector. 
The first day’s testi- 
mony brought out 
that he was assessed 
an additional $4947 
tax in one year 
alone. 

Here at home, the 
Senator has had in- 
come tax trouble 
for years. Because of improper returns, 
almost every report that he has filed 
since 1942 has had to be audited in great-

est detail by the state tax department. In’ 


some cases, there have been re-audits. 
Auditors have had to spend weeks at the 
job of catching up with McCarthy. 

Three times the Senator has been or- 
dered to pay “extra” assessments. In all, 
he has been assessed a total of $3099 in 
extra taxes. 


In 1947 McCarthy paid $2677 when the 
tax department disallowed his claims that 
he owed n6d tax on 1943 stock market 
profits because he was in military service 
and out of the state and therefore was 
not a resident with tax liability. He made 
this claim despite the fact that in 1943 he 


was holding onto his Wisconsin circuit 
judgeship in the Appleton area. 


Later in 1947 McCarthy paid an extra 
$65.82 after claims to certain “business 
expense” deductions on 1943 and 1944 in- 
come were disallowed. In 1951 he paid 
an extra $134.23 on 1949 income of $5821. 
Again the tax department found unre- 
ported income and refused certain deduc- 
tions. 

The latter assessment, incidentally, was 
the only income tax that Senator McCar- 
thy paid to Wisconsin’s treasury on income 
received in the years 1946, 1947, 1948 and 
1949, all of which time he was in the 
United States Senate and was receiv- 
ing an annual salary of $12,500, plus a 
nontaxable allowance of $2500 for ex- 
penses. 

Furthermore, he was dealing heavily in 
the stock market. He claimed large losses 
on stock market operations and big inter- 
est payments on loans in those years. 


As for the Lustron payment, it is inter- 
esting to recall, now that more details 
about it are becoming available, that an- 
nouncement of it was first made by Mc- 
Carthy himself on Feb. 28, 1949. McCar- 
thy called a Washington press conference 
and handed out a booklet on housing. It 
was mostly advertising for Lustron homes. 
McCarthy explained that he had written 
a chapter for the book. 


Newsmen asked McCarthy if he had 
been paid for his contribution. He said 
he had been, but declined to say how 
much, 

“It’s embarrassingly small,” he _ said. 
“Besides, I have to split it with 10 people 
who helped me.” 

In his next state income tax return, the 
“embarrassingly small” payment was re- 
vealed as $10,000. Nothing more was said 
then, or has been said since, about the 
“split” with the 10 people who “helped.” 

As the Senator himself so often asks his 
audiences: “D’ya get the picture?” With 
the help of the Gillette committee, we 
hope that Wisconsin is beginning to. 


Valley Development For and By All 


From The Commonweal 


Up to now the history of the far-flung 
Missouri valley has largely been one un- 
broken story of every man for himself. 


Piecemeal attempts at controlling the 
Missouri watershed were instituted. The 
upper and lower valley residents were 
sharply divided as to what should be done. 


The Bureau of Reclamation, in charge 
of the headwaters, was after storage dams 
for irrigation purposes in its arid area. 
The Army Engineers, seeking to protect 
downstream cities and acreages, was bent 
on local flood control. 

The two fought it out for a number of 
years only to join forces to repel the 
threat of a Missouri Valley Authority 
which had been spurred on by the out- 
standing record of the TVA. They threw 
together the compromise Pick-Sloan plan 
under which the Missouri basin is still 
operating—if only on three cylinders be- 
cause of Congress’ lack of enthusiasm. 


The disheartening thing is that, for all 
that now gets into the papers, the Ameri- 
can public would conclude that the idea of 
a valley authority has been all but aban- 
doned. The political, rather than the 
practical, obstacles have loomed too great. 


Yet one of the great lessons of the 
$300,000,000 Missouri flood is that effec- 
tive control cannot be achieved without 
co-ordination all along the line. 


The first sector requiring action is the 
upper watershed: restoring the fertility of 
the soil through terracing, contour plow- 
ing, strips of thick grass and and 
and scientific lumbering—plus dams, re- 
taining basins and ponds for the little 
waters. 

Farther downstream big dams are re- 
quired for emergencies like the recent 
one where the ground was frozen so hard 
(and ponds, too) that water from the 


melting snows could not be held suffi- 
ciently in check upstream. 

Although the levees which saved a num- 
ber of downstream cities contribute to the 
pressure above, many of them need to be 
retained. 

It is obvious that so massive and com- 
plex an operation has to be co-ordinated 
under a single system of control. The 
Army Engineers claim that their scale 
model at Vicksburg will indicate to them 
what to do all along the line. It is not 
necessary to assay their past performance 
and their competence to do this in the 
interest of all concerned to raise some 
further questions. 

Co-ordinated flood control is only one 
of the elements—if the most pressing—in 
the harnessing of a big river valley. 

There are such big factors as irrigation, 
hydro-electric power, domestic and indus- 
trial water supplies, navigation and facili- 
ties for recreation. All this also creates new 
problems*in such fields as public health. 


That, in conjunction with the justly 
famed TVA achievement, ccnstitutes the 
case for a Missouri Valley Authority. It 
need be anything but a slavish copy of 
TVA. But river valley development for 
and by the whole people of an area has 
clearly proved its claims.

The Embattled Miss Kellems 


TOIL, TAXES AND TROUBLE, by Vivian Kellems, 

(E. P. Dutton & Co., 159 pgs., $2.50.) 

When they started “proceedings” against 
Miss Vivian Kellems, Mr. Snyder and his 
Treasury Department apparently forgot 
what the poet once said about a woman 
scorned. This comely but determined 
lady, who can trace her descent back col- 
laterally to Thomas Jefferson, broke into 
the headlines a year or two ago when she 
refused to collect withholding taxes from 
the persons she employs in her Connecti- 
cut cable-grip factory. She maintains 
stoutly that the Treasury had no right to 
expect her to be a tax collector for it. 


As a matter of fact, Miss Kellems is 
against income tax in toto, but that’s 
something else again. Her case against 
the Government was fought through the 
courts on the issue whether, her employes 
having individually paid their taxes, Treas- 
ury officials had the right to walk into 
her bank (as they did) and collect several 
thousands of dollars from her account, 
A jury ordered the money returned to her. 


All this Miss Kellems recounts with 
refreshing verve in her little book, At 
the time the newspapers called her “a 
screwball woman” and other names, but it 
should be remembered that the protesting 
individual defying the power of the state 
is in the American tradition. 

But when Miss Kellems goes on to m- 
sist that we abolish income tax, inher- 
itance tax, estate tax and capital gains 
tax completely, she asks too much. These 
taxes are not, as our embhttled author ex- 
claims, “the purest Communism,” but the 
best means of raising the wherewithal to 
run our country and resist Communism 
abroad. 

We can’t go back to Jeffersonian gov- 
ernment any more than we can go back 
to Jeffersonian life and literature. All 
things considered, life isn't too bad in 
these United States, even with taxes what 
they are. Some day our descendants are 
going to look back on the 1950s and sigh 
for “the good old days.”

Assembly Urges Members 
Fight ‘Authoritarianism and 
_ Thought Control’ in U.S. 


NEW YORK, May 29 (AP)—The 
Presbyterian Caurch in the U.S.A. 
has called on its 2,500,000 mem- 
bers to fight “the unmistakable 
trend toward authoritarianism and 
thought control” in America. 

In a stinging attack on wide- 
spread use of loyalty oaths, char- 
acter defamation and the concept 
of “guilt by association,” the 
church’s 164th annual General As- 
sembly declared yesterday: | 

“Freedom of conscience, inquiry 
and expression are being chal- 
lenged and curtailed by a blinding 
fear of subversive forces.” 

The assembly, at the close of a 
week-long meeting of about 2000 
church leaders, also: 

1, Urged churches to elimi- 
Nate racial segregation. 

2. Opposed universal military 
training as a “permanent peace- 
time program.” 

3. Opposed sending a United 
States ambassador to the Vat- 
ican. 

4. Expressed strong support 
of the United Nations as the 
“cornerstone of American for- 
eign policy, and not an instru- 
ment of convenience.”

FRANC SEEKING NEW 
VATICAN CMCORDAT 


Hoping to Get Results 
Through Talks With Cardi- 
nals at Eucharistic Congress. 


BARCELONA, Spain, May 29 
(AP) — Spanish government 
sources said today Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco hopes to obtain 
a new agreement with the Vat- 
ican during the thirty-fifth World 
Eucharistic Congress. 

These sources said Franco ex- 
pects to get a long desired con- 
cordat with the Vatican through

That Old Party Again 


HREE more Somerset Maugham short stories have been 
filmed in “ENCORE, ” showing at the SHADY OAK and 
: PAGEANT THEATERS, as a package successor to his 
Quartet” and “Trio.” I don’t think they measure up to the 
previous yarns in quality, but Maugham is 
too astute a story teller not to provide a large 
measure of interest’ and some shrewd char- 

acter humor. 
The first episode, “The Ant and the 
Grasshopper,” has Nigel Patrick as a ne’er- 
do-well in a prominent English family. He is a 
charming rascal who lives off his stuffy and 
respectable lawyer brother (Roland Culver) and finally con- 
founds him by marrying one of the wealthiest girls in the 
world by the refreshing expedient of warning her he is out to 
get her money. This is mildly engaging stuff, with a literate 

script. | 

The second, “Winter Cruise,” is about a maiden lady (Kay 
Walsh) who bores everyone to death with her garrulousness on 


a Jamaican cruise. When she turns out on the return trip to 
be the only passenger, the ship’s officers, in desperation, bully 
a diffident French steward into trying to make love to her, so 
as to get her off their hands. They are conscience-stricken 
when they succeed in quieting her, and there is an attempt at 
light pathos. Though it has some quiet penetration, the thing 
seemed a bit dreb to me. 


The third story, “Gigolo and Gigolette,” is a dramatic 6ne 
about a girl vaudeville artist who dives from an 80-foot plat- 
form into the flaming waters of a five-foot tank. She is the 
box-office sensation of a Mediterranean gambling resort, and 


She and her husband, whose arduous duties are those of bally- 
hoo announcer for the act, are trying to stick out the danger- 
ous stunt until they save enough money to open a pub in 
England. But the girl loses her nerve, then loses their money 
at the gambling tables in a wretched effort to make continu~ 
ance of the act unnecessary. The husband, who has been 
insisting on her going through with the act, relents, but too 
late to stop her from another dive. Glynis Johns does a good 
job of the terror-stricken girl, and the last dive engenders 
s0me taut suspense. The husband is such a mercenary cad, 
however, that I, for one, chiefly felt irritation that she let him 
use her so crassly. 


Mad Dream of Empire 


“RED MOUNTAIN,” to open tomorrow night at the MIS- 
SOURI, is one more in the long line of Civil War Westerns 
which are growing somewhat stale, to make a mild understate- 
ment. This has Plot B, centering around a last mad dream of 

empire in the west by William C. Quantrill, 
the Confederate guerrilla leader, who, as far 
as Hollywood is concerned, was the second 
most famous soldier in the Civil War—the 
other, of course, was Jesse James. 

Quantrill, played by John Ireland by glar- 
ing viciously and spouting some stilted dia- 
logue from behind a bushy mustache, is going 

to arm all the Indian tribes of the West, and Capt. Alan Ladd 
of the Confederacy is sent to aid him. Alan’s sense of chivalry 
is wounded when he learns that Quantrill’s men masquerade in 
Union uniforms, that the leader allows the Indians to scalp 
their victims, and Quantrill is dead set on shooting a couple 
of prisoners, Arthur Kennedy and Lizbeth Scott, so the where- 
abouts of the guerrillas may be kept secret. The young cap- 
tain is further shocked when Quantrill says it is to be his per- 
sonal empire, and to heck with the Confederacy, it’s a dead 
cause. 

So Alan turns against Quantrill, rescues Lizbeth, and with 
only 20 hangers-on from the nearest saloon, whips the tar out 
of the bushwhackers and the braves, which leads me to suspect 
the threat to the west wasn’t as gigantic as the script says. 
Anyway, the United States Cavalry comes charging on the 
scene, bugles blowing, so Quantrill runs and Alan catches him 
and kills him in hand-to-hand combat, disproving the rumor 
that the guerrilla chief was actually killed on a raid in Ken- 
tucky. Somebody says Lee has just surrendered two days be- 
fore, so Alan embraces Lizabeth and announces solemnly that a 
house divided against itself cannot stand, a line I feel sure he 
must have heard somewhere. But that’s right in line with the 
rest of the drama. If there’s a Western cliche they missed, it 
must have been because they couldn’t find room for it.

Don't Beat a Tossed Salad a Death [ore te neeon 


All You Have to Do Is Blend ACHE Evenly Over the Ingredients 


By Hoyt Alden 


ICKING up where we left off 
P at the last meeting, which was 

devoted to the subject of sal- 
ads, a few words are in order 
on the matter of tossing. The 
‘salad maker, and particularly the 
novice salad maker, should be 
warned that when a recipe says 
to toss a salad, it means just that; 
it doesn’t mean fhrow it for a 
10-yard loss. It means to toss 
it enough, and just enough, to 
‘blend the dressing evenly over 
the ingredients without doing the 
salad any permanent harm in the 
form of fractures, cuts and

bruises. 


Too many amateur chefs—and 
here is one case where Friend 
Husband is a worse offender than 
the Little Womdan—seem to think 
that tossing a salad means giving 
it a half nelson, a body spin, and 
then pinning its shoulders to the 
mat until it says “uncle.” They 
bang it around until the lettuce 
is well bruised, the tomatoes have 
been reduced to a sort of pulp, 
and the whole works is tired and 
limp and ready to toss in the 
towel. And it tastes just as ex- 
hausted as it looks. So remem- 
ber—when a recipe says to toss 
a salad, it means just toss it, not 
beat it to death, 

The subject of garlic is one 
which comes up frequently in 
connection with salads. The ques- 
tion being, how much to use. The 
answer is, very little. So little, 
in fact, that the salad should be 
flavored without ever coming into 
actual contact with the _ garlic. 
There were a couple of good 
ways to do this. One is to rub 
the inside of the bowl with a 
cut clove of garlic. Another is 
to rub a couple of pieces of the 
heel of a loaf of bread with 
garlic, and when you toss the 
salad, toss them along with it. 
Then toss them out. 

Don’t pour your dressing over 
the salad until you’re ready to 
serve it. If you pour it over too 
soon, everything will go limp. 
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stration, a tossed green salad 
can be made out of just about 
anything green that’s in season.

HILE we're on the subject 
W: salads, it is interesting to 

note how few people make a 
really good potato salad, ‘that 
mainstay of all cold luncheons 
and outdoor meals. Too‘often the 
Little Woman thinks a potato 


salad consists of some cold po- 


tatoes, onions and mayonnaise. 
Heaven forbid. A good potato 
salad ranks high on the list of 
salads, and should be approached 
accordingly. 


The secret of potato salad lies 
first in cooking the potatoes té 
the point where they are neither 
floury nor waxy. Then, in mix- 


ing the salad while the potatoes 
are hot. Here is a recipe, known 
as Potato Salad a la Virginia, 
which is my ideal. 


Boil six medium potatoes, in 


their jackets. Peel and _ dice 
them. Add to them one chopped 
onion and salt and pepper to 
taste. Now add two tablespoons 
of pickle relish and two diced 
hard boiled eggs. Work in a gen- 
erous sprinkling of celery seed, 
then pull it together with enough 
mayonnaise to do the trick, and 
if you-want to give it added 
piquancy, as the saying goes, add 
a dessert spoon of wine vinegar 
to the mayonnaise. 


Fix It Yourself

Liners for Chimneys. 


N case you didn’t know, when 
| kas burns it produces a vapor 

which goes up the chimney. 
When this vapor becomes chilled 
it turns into a liquid.and some of 
this liquid is almost sure to re- 
main on the inside of the chim- 
ney. 

Now there wouldn’s be anything 
wrong in this if it weren’t for 
the fact that the liquid contains 
certain acids which will, In time, 
damage the mortar between the 
flue tile and chimney brick. This 
isn’t good. 

New homes, especially designed 
for gas burning furnaces usually 
have chimneys that won’t be dam- 
aged by these acids but if you 
have an old home and a gas heat- 
er then something shouid be done 
about the chimney. 

The best solution so far is to 
lime the inside of the chimney 
with some material that will not 
be-harmed by these acids. These 
liners are made of stainless steel, 
galvanized iron, asbestos cement 
or steel with a porcelain enamel 
finish. The general idea is that 
they are inserted into the chim- 
ney flue to make a continuous 
liner. 

On a perfectly straight chimney 
any one of them can be used and 
will give good results. Galvanized 
iron, of course, will not last quite 
as long as some of the others but 
it will be good for many years. 
If the chimney has many bends 
and angles then you should use 
one of the more flexible kinds 
of liners such as Stainless steel 
for this can be bent to conform 
to the chimney. 


Do you count pennies? Then 
use the oil that comes along with 
canned salmon and tuna. If you 
are creaming the tuna, you may 
measure the oil in the can, and 
substitute it for some or all of 
the butter or margarine in the 
cream sauce recipe. 


Easy way to cook quick-frozen 
perch fillets: Cover with a good 
tomato sauce and bake in a hot 
(400 degrees Fahrenheit) oven 
until fish is cooked through. Use 
about a cup of a well-seasoned 
tomato sauce for a one-pound box 
of the quick-frozen perch fillets.

Upholstering Old Headboard

ES, Mrs. L. J. B., you can up- 

holster that old headboard. 

The answer is a_ separate 

- panel. Upholster it and fit it into 
the headboard within its heavier 
wood outline. 

Mrs. B. describes and sketches 
a type of headboard that many 
of us have, one that is flat in the 
center and outlined by a much 
deeper picture frame-like edge. 
She asks how it can be uphol- 
stered because as she says the 
difference in the thickness of the 
wood makes it impossible for a 
slipcover to fit. 

To.make the panel, first make a 
pattern by outlining the center 
area of the headboard with a pen- 
cil on a large piece of paper. Cut 
the panel %-inch smaller than the 
pattern from composition board. 
Drill four holes in the panel, at 
either side of the top and bottom 
and about 2% inches from the 
edges and insert screws. 


Cover the panel with cotton 
padding, then with muslin and 
tack edges on the back of the 
panel, Apply the outside fabric 
over this and tack separatley so 
“it can be removed and replaced 
without making it necessary to 
remove the padding. 

Fit the panel into the head- 
board and drill holes in the head- 
board in the right places for the 
screws to go through.

In their 
book, “You and Your Aging .Parents,” Edith M. Stern and 
Dr. Mabel Ross say, “Long before the facts warrant it, many 
a well-meaning son or daughter jumps to the conclusion that 
it is impossible for parents to manage by themselves. If you 
really want to do what is best for your parents, don’t make 
this mistake. Loss of independence is a bitter pill to swallow, 
so the longer you can help your parents to enjoy the sweets 
of leading their own lives in their own way in their own 
place, the better.” You can show your appreciation and af- 
fection for your mother by thoughtful invitations and consid- 
eration of her needs.

Surely there are 
friends at church or in organizations whom you could invite 
to your home for afternoon tea, if an evening gathering would 
disturb your parents. Or you could ask_a friend to accom- 
pany you to a show, and if your mother and stepfather are 
afraid to be alone in the house, ask a neighbor to stay until 
you return. You should broaden your scope of interests, take 
advantage of community resources, read, develop a hobby.

He 
may lie quietly for a time in his mother’s arms, which is better 
than having a crying tantrum.

They have gone 
past the fatigue stage where their nerves register weariness 
and are out of control.

old, Albert Johnson hadn't 

accomplished a great deal. 
He had, of course, spent some 
time with a circus, and had been 
a successful motion picture ex- 
hibitor, but he felt that in rela- 
tion to the larg

the surface. Feeling that time 
was wasting, he left school and 
went to New York, and two years 
later, Broadway was his oyster. 
Since then, it’s been a case of 
stringing one pearl after another 
on the glittering string of his suc- 


cesses, 
“I probably shouldn’t be saying 
this about myself,” Johnson apol- 
ogized frequently during our in- 
terview. But even an extraordi- 
narily modest person would have 
difficulty minimizing the remark- 
able career the Municipal Opera’s 
new art director has had during 
his 22 years of scenic designing. 
Just before he left New York 
to come to St. Louis to replace 


‘Watson Barratt at the theater in 


Forest Park, Johnson was work- 
ing on three shows simultaneous- 
ly. Searcely pausing for breath 
after he arrived here, he started 
in on “Show Boat,” the Muny 
Opera’s June 5 opener, with its 
17 scenes d elaborate river- 
front atmosphere. 

“I want to make the first one 
a knockout,” he says, “‘so it’s get- 
ting the extra care, love, and at- 
tention they all should have.” 

Energy, enthusiasm and a love 
of the theater have been charac- 
teristic of Johnson ever since the 
days when he was “the most 
stage-struck kid that ever lived.” 
He doesn’t quite know how his 
theater yen started, since his 
father was an agricultural exten- 
sion agent and the family moved 
from one small town to another 
and never saw a theater. He no- 
ticed this lack when he was 16 
years old and the family was liv- 
ing in Green Cove Springs, Fla. 
He spotted a ramshackle building 
in town and immediately envis- 
ioned the Green Cove Springs 
Opera House. Since he’d run away 
from home the year before to 
sell peanuts and popcorn for 
Sparks Brothers Circus, his father 
figured this might keep him close 
to home and off the streets, so he 
financed him. Johnson and an 
assistant went into business. 

“He'd take tickets while I sold 
them and then he’d stand at the 
window while I ran upstairs to 
work the projector,” he recalled. 
“I remember the opening bill— 
Milton Sills in ‘Iron Men.’” 
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HE Green Cove Springs Opera 

House was just about breaking 

even— “maybe making 10 
bucks or so”—when the family 
moved to Springfield, Mass. 
Twice a year they went in to 
New York to see the circus and 
the vaudeville bill at the Hippo- 
drome Theater. That clinched it. 
Johnson left school and went to 
New York. 

“I'd seen some, drawings by 
Norman Bel Geddes in the The- 
ater Arts magazine, so I went to 
see him, with a stack of drawings 
under my arm, a little hick from 
the sticks, scared to death. Geddes 
was very nice, very kind, and of- 
fered me a job at $5 a week. Mom 
sent me a little more and I got 
along fine.”

Geddes had a school for ap- 
prentices and a studio in a brown- 
stone front building on Thirty- 
eighth street where such person- 
ages as Frank Lioyd Wright, King 
Vidor and Charlie Chaplin visited 
frequently. In addition to these 
attractions, producers called him 
regularly to ask him to design 
their shows. 


“I must have been very an- 
noying,” Johnson admits. “Te 
anyone called Geddes about a 
show and I answered the phone, 
I'd offer my services. One day 
Ziegfeld called and I told him I 
took up where Geddes left off. 
Geddes was furious but he’s since 
told it as a funny story.” 


Finally, more in jest than any- 
thing else, Geddes told him if he 
really wanted to try a show, he 
could see William Harris Jr., who 
had a play called ‘The Criminal 
Code,’ and had turned down the 
design by Geddes because it was 
too elaborate. Harris gave him 
the script and Johnson took it 


home with him. 

“Then one of those wonderful, 
fateful things happened that are 
just sheer luck,” he relates. “All 
I had to work with were a couple 
of sticks of charcoal, so I did 
my drawings in black and white. 
Harris thought they were won- 
derful—the first play to be done 
in black and white. I hadn’t in- 
tended it that way but it got me 
the job.” 

* 
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INCE the play wasn’t to be 
S done for seven months, Harris 

got him a temporary job in 
Hollywood, at MGM; it was in the 
days of Garbo and John Gilbert, 
and an edifying experience for 
an 18-year-old. When he returned 
to New York, he went through a 
struggle to join the Scenic Ar- 
tists’ Union—it took him four 
tries to pass the test—and began 
“The Criminal Code.” The show 
opened with sensational reviews, 
especially for the sets, and one 
show followed another. 

Most of them had some ele- 


ment of newness in Johnson's 


approach. “Three’s a Crowd” 
was the first musical to use mod- 
ernized painting; “Band Wagon,” 
which he considers “the great- 
est revue ever done” used a dou- 
ble revolving stage for the first 
time and was so effective that 
one critic devoted a separate re- 
view to the settings; “As Thou- 
sands Cheer” used photo mon- 
tage for the first time; “The 
Great Waltz” was the biggest in- 
door show ever done. “Jumbo” 
he loved because it combined the- 
ater and circus and he was able 
to rebuild the entire theater, in- 
side and out.

Manana with its 120-foot revolv- 
ing stage set in a tank of water. 
Next he designed the Aquacade, 
the Diamond Horseshoe, which he 
thinks “will go down in history 
along with Rector’s,” and fpro- 
duced and designed “American 
Jubilee,” Which was seen by 2,- 
000,000 people, established Lucy 
Monroe as “The Star Spangled 
Banner” soloist, and gave Oscar 
Hammerstein II a new lease on 
songwriting life. 

In 1943 Johnson became a pri- 
vate in the Army, devoted some 
time to stringing telephone wires, 
“and hated every minute of it.” 
At the end of the war, he worked 
with Ringling Brothers, Olsen and 
Johnson, and designed a $120,000 
fashion show for Walter Annen- 
berg, Philadelphia publisher. The 
fashion show led to a job during 
experimental television work for 
Annenberg who hoped to make 
Philadelphia a TV _ production 
center. This turned out to be 
overly ambitious, and although 
Johnson has done some TV since, 
including the Ed Wynn show, he 
still doesn’t like it. “No more fun 
than running a gasoline station,” 
he terms it. . 

His new appointment as art di- 
rector of the Municipal Opera was 
the result of a long friendship 
with John Kennedy of the opera 
staff. His most recent works be- 
fore coming here for the summer 
were for the revival of “Of Thee 
I Sing,” “The Chase;’ and “Shuf- 
fle Along,” a triple job of jug- 
gling that kept him commuting 
between New York and New 
Haven. He’s also working on a 
musical version of Huckleberry 
Finn which will open in New 
York on Christmsa day. An apart- 
ment hotel in New York is his 
home when he’s there. His only 
family consists of his father and 
a brother, who produces Govern- 
ment documentary films. 
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N a large, light office in a 
| buiiaing backstage of the Opera, 

Johnson works at a drawing 
board and covers a long table 
with scale drawings, and squares 
of cardboard representing models 
of the various properties which 
must be moved around the sets. 
The various obstacles which the 
Muny Opera director must ‘face— 
such as working around the oak 
trees, taking into consideration 
the weather, and other elemental 
elements—are not too much of a 
problem for Johnson since he 
spent last summer as designer 
for the Starlight Theater in Kan- 
sas City. 


He’s hoping to keep at least 
one show ahead of himself as he 
works from “Show Boat” through 
to “Annie, Get Your Gun,” but is 
rather pessimistic as to the prob- 
ability of doing this. 


“T don’t see how anybody does 
it,” he says. “There’s no time 
for a second thought on this job. 
It’s like trying to hit the bull’s- 
eye with the first shot.”

HE county fair is a festival, 

T ana thus comes its naming. 

“Fair” derives from the Lat- 
in “feriae,” signifying days of 
rest or holidays. This came into 
Old English as “feire,” denoting 
in olden times the exhibition of 
merchandise at which buyers and 
sellers congregated for business 
and pleasure, in the holiday spirit 
—even as today. 

“Fair” to describe a light-haired 
woman, or a good day, presents 
a more complex term. This is of 
Teutonic derivation, the ‘oot

Since South’s opening bid in {t- 
self was just about as light as it 
could be (and even a shade 
lighter), it goes without saying 
that he had his neck out when 
he bid three no-trump over East’s 
three hearts. If South had prop- 
erly passed on the second round, 
North might well have decided to 
double three hearts, in which case 
North-South would have collected. 
an easy 500 or possibly 700 points. 


West opened the heart four 
against three no-trump. Declarer 
played the queen from the board; 
East won and returned the heart 
jack. South was sure that East 
had at least a six-card suit, so he 
took the second heart trick, then 
led a diamond to the king and 
played a low club from the table, 
with the intent, of course, of pass- 
ing this trick to West. When East 
followed suit with the low club, 
South put in his own 10, and 
West won with the jack. 


West could have insured the 
defense by leading back a dia- 
mond, but for reasons of his own 
he preferred the “safer” exit of 
a club. South promptly ran the 
club suit, discarding a low spade 
and the low heart from his own 
hand, and West made a very bad 
decision. He was apparently im- 
pressed by the fact that declarer 
had discarded a spade and held 
onto diamonds, or perhaps he had 
some other mysterious reason, but 
in any event West held tightly to 
his diamonds and in so doing had 
to relinquish two spades. 

That was all the opportunity 
South needed. It was possible, of 
course, that East had the spade 
king, but West’s reluctance to 
shift to spades (after getting in 
with the club jack) signified pos- 
session of the king, and anyway, 
South couldn’t make the hand ex- 
cept by stealing an extra spade 
trick, so he now led a low spade 
from the board. The outcome was 
that South made a trick over con- 
tract— after West’s king was 
knocked out, dummy’s three re- 


maining spades were good.

FUNDAMENTAL HUMAN 
RIGHTS, according to their 
view, are inalienable because 
all human beings have some- 
thing in them of the divine and, 
therefore, the divine power 
gives them certain inalienable 
human rights. But a legal 
treaty must deal with the rights 
of states and the rights of the 
individual as regards the state 
and other individuals. This 
treaty is to safeguard those 
rights in human society. 


No one knows exactly, as 
yet, what the wording in the 
eventual treaties will be. They 
have not yet been finally draft- 
ed by the Commission. And 
even after they have been 
drafted they must pass through 
the hands of the Economic and 
Social Council and eventually 
through Committee 3 of the 
General Assembly before being 
voted on by the entire General 
Assembly.
